THE NEW WEST. 


and Utah. 

The Rev. F. A. Nobie, D. D., who has just re- 
turned from an extended journey through 
Utah and New Mexico, gave his impressions on 
the Mormon problem and described the work 
of Christian schools in Utah at a social con- 
ference at the Sherman House last evening. 
Those prese nt were friends of the New West 
Educational Commission, which established its 
first echoof'in Utah four years ago. 

He spoke firat of New Mexico, and of the 
prevalent gambling, prostitution, and illiteracy 
which the Catholic Church had failed to over- 
come. If his nearers had spent as much time 
as he had among the people, and talked with 
them, seeing their habits and methods, they 
would be deeply impressed—so deeply that they 
would feel as he did—that it was impossible to 
measure the importance of the need there was 
of some sort of Christian agency to instruct 
that people and turn them into currents of 
righteoussgess. It was a marvel to him that 
the New West had not been studded over 
with schools whose onlv purpose was to reach 
the masses with the Gospel. The tacts would 
bear him Out iu saying that no method had yet 
been discovered and set in operation by which 
the Gospel could be worked so efficiently to the 
community in its mind, and heart, and lite, and 
home—pe! them so well with its truths 
—as with the Ouristian schools. 

He visi the academies at Las Vegas, Albu- 
querque, and Salt Lake City, which compared 
favorably with those of this city. He got no 
better impresmon of the prospects in the 
Brown School than he did of the corres ponding 
scholars in the Las Vegas Academy. The 
building was a fine one and fortunately lo- 
cated. It was out of debt, a credit to 
the Cong ists, a potent influence in 
the community, and commanding the respect 
of all classes. All who could see*it would be 
thoroughly committed to the policy of the com- 
mission. At Albuquerque there was not 80 
much enthusiasm, but the same effective work 
was being done. There were also two outside 
schools there, the outcome of which was yet 
undecided. Incidentally advantages had gone 
out of the establishment of these schools, the 
Catholic Church having erected a fine building 
and put in it their best teachers. 

He spake of the primary schools at Salk Lake 
City, saying that the scholars were orderly, re- 
spectful, and knew things,“ and of a visit to 
Hammond Hall where the work was also very 
thoroughly dome, He had a discussion with the 
trustees+-lawyers, editors, bankers, men of 
influence—aboat the Mormon question ana the 


schools, and the wisest way to push them, and 
what they were really accomplishing. 
was a division of opinion as to whedrer Mot 


monism was weakening or waning in its power. 
Some were positive that the foundations were 
visibty weakenigg; others just as positive that 
Mormonism was increasing in strength and was 
never stronger than today. But there was no 
division on the question as to the value and 
efficiency of these Christian schools, and wheth- 
er Mormonism was increasing in power, or 
whether under the influence of railroads, and 
hs, and newspapers, ana laws, and pub- 
lic opinion it was waning, the Christian school 
was an absolutely indispensabie factor. There 
was no way in which that community could be 
no way in which it could be 
made Christian, no way in which individual life 
and home could be set right save by the kind 
ot work that was done by the Christian 
Ot the scholars, from 75 to 80 
were Mormon. children, who 
would 


be Mormons, because 
on the foundations laid by the schools it was 
impossible to bund + the Mormon habit and 
Mormon character. It was a shame for this 
Government to let Mormonism grow under its 
flag. [Applause] He believed they ought to 
make a public opinion that the President, and 
Congress, and everybody would feel, and 
would rest not until the most effective laws 
which the wisest and most earnest men could 
devise touching the iniquity of polygamy had 
been passed and enforced. But he believed 
that, notwithstanding the need, and nothwith- 
standing the regret that such laws bad not been 
enacted, Mormonism could not stand against 
the power of these Christian schools. 
Secretary Bliss stated that the New West 
Comm

INJURIOUS STIMULANTS. 
Use of 


Quinine. 
CMOAGO, June 11.—({ Editor of The Tribune. | 


-—The recently-published “quinine article,” 
‘from the New York Mercury, is likely to set a 


host of inquirers to work, if indeed they are 
not already at it. And properly go. It is not 


the use but the abuse of quinine that deserves 
to be condemned, although of all artificial 


stimulants it is one of the safest as well as one 
of the most potent. Medical men, if they com- 
prehend that quinine, like-all the other alka- 


loids obtainable from the cinchona barks, is 


cumulative, will readily see the difference be- 
tween it and the various preparations of opi- 

um (such as suiphate of morphia and lauda- 

num) and alcohol, these latter being danger- 

ous because unmistakably non-cumulative— 

that is, they are so depressive and paralyzing 

in their secondary action that larger or more 

frequent doses are requisit. 

The natural stimulant of both brain and body 
is natural food and natural drink, and when a 
man exhausis in any way more of nerve force 
than his natural food and natural drink give 
him it is nonsense to talk about replenishing 
him with an artificial stimulant without conse- 
quent injury to the system, for there can be 
no artificial elevation of either the mental or 


physical forces of man without a 


Hence all stimulants are more 
or less injurious. If we continuously stretch a 
rubber band it finally loses its elasticity. 80 it 
is with the nerve-cells of the brain (in which, 
like electricity in a Leyden jar, is stored up the 
nerve force), it we expand and contract them 
by artificial stimulants, they lose their power 
to properly extract the nerve force furnished 
from what we eat through the blood. Then 
follow weakness, nervous and muscular debil- 
ity. The man who thinks an artificial stimu- 
lant (be it quinine or whisky) is a help to his 
health labors under a delusion. True, for the 
nonce he feels better, stronger, mayhap; but 
after the artificial exaltation is over the de- 
pression is correspondingly great. 

Some people have a vague notion that, by 
using stimulants, they can get out of them- 
selves more than is really in them; and to such 
it is needless to expostulate; but there are 
others who, through an unpardonable ignor- 
ance as to man’s organization, use stimulants 
in the belief that they are really beneficial. To 
such, a hint is as good as a health lecture. Ac- 
cording to the best authorities, five parts out 
of six of the food we eat and drink goes into 
nerve force, one part only going to supply the 
daily waste and wear of the body. It the 
stomach, liver, kidneys, eto., are in a healthy 
state, capable of performing their functions, 
the blood then has in it all the elements of life, 
and. as it courses through the body, each part 
selects and draws from it —— 1 — 3 
for repairing purposes. u rea 
ee ig nerve cells extract the real strength 
of it, the nerve force. This is stored up to be 
let out at will, running over the motor nerves 
to the muscles like electricity, when it is or- 
dered to do so. Stimulants of any sort do not 
add to the quantity of nerve force in the brain 
cells, but assist in forcing out whatever may be 
there of it. Let that be remembered. 

As to quinine,I admit I lay myself open to 
criticism—there is not one person in athousand 
who understands how it should be used if 
used at all. The usual way of administering it 
—one or twoor even more grains for a dose—is 
not the proper way. Itisa cumulative drug,
